The muti- 
neers, then 2,000 strong, 
continued 


their march. Two hundred Cossacks 
were sent to prevent their advance, 
sut General Drake in order to prevent 
Bloodshed, subsequently withdrew the 
Cossacks and permitted the mutineers 
to pass.

Hufchiuson insists is the value of ordi- 
nary/white bread. Rye, he states, is 
lower in nutritive value than wheat. 


The next most important article of 


diet as a source of energy is sugar. lu 
. commenting oa this Dr. Hntchrnson 
makes afi interesting statement ou the 
duties of food. 


"The unfortunate thing- abont su^ar 


is that it contains no 'nitrogenous mat- 
ter at nil." says the expert. "Bread 
does contain some. Without nitrogen- 
ous matter one cannot get on at all. ft 
Is absolutely necessary. 


"There are two sorts of food. The 


two things that food does are, first, if 
keeps the body in repair; aad, seco::d, 
It supplies Jt with energy,; Some foods- 
can supply it with energy, but cannot 
do anything to keep it iu repair. Bread 
can do both, but it is better as 'a Source 
of energy thau as a repairer.'' 


irnoug nitrogenous foods inataaeea 


as good adjnntts in supplying the *!«- 
feets of bread arfe beans, cheese and 
fish. The white of an egg is stated to 
be a •-very essential element Of food. If 
no xaeat is available at any time Ur«nl. 
sugar aad eggs are all that is •wanted 
for "a very respectable support for (he 
body." Under conditions of compara- 
tive scarcity if a child is given its slice 
of bread with molasses "we are ilo;ug 
as well ns we can for the child." 


Another illustration of the njRrveioits 


value of- bread as a food is given by 
IJr. Hutehiusou. "One pound of beef," 
he states, ''is only abont half as valua- 
ble 'its a source of energy as an; c<ro:U 
quantity of clieese, while a given 
weight of " bread yielcJr a third more en- 
ergy than its equivalent ia beef." 


The amount of food required by an 


ordinary person is Jgomevrhai reruarka- 
bie wheu comparisoa is made witji an. 
engine. A man requires to be supplied 
with about 4^iOO faot tons of energy1 n 
day. That is to say, his food, if con- 
sanjsd in an engine, woQKt raise- 4,000 
tons weight one foot high every day.
